PROFESSIONAL: COURSES AND EXAMINATIONS 
For 1918 


The examinations for Public School Inspectors’ certificates, held heretofore 
by the Faculties of Education, will be held in 1918 by the Department of Education 
at the Parliament Buildings, Toronto, in accordance with the following scheme of 
Courses and Written examinations: 


I. COURSES AND WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS 


1. Modern Tendencies in Education and Modern Educational Systems (two 
examination papers). 

Modern Tendencies will include such topics as: The psychological aspect of 
education ; the development of the pupil rather than of his intellect or of the subject 
taught; self activity rather than directed effort in education; the development of 
capacity as an aim of school work; the use of interests and natural tendencies for 
educational ends; moral and aesthetic training; the relation of the school to life; 
heredity, environment, and social requirements, both personal and general; the 
industrial aspects of school work; education for urban and rural life; medical in- 
spection and care for physical ee uses of examinations.

2. History of Public Education in Ontario (one examination paper). 


Candidates should have an intelligent conception of the Educational System 
of Ontario. This conception implies a knowledge of the system in its present forms, 
higher, and, in particular, secondary and primary, and in its historical develop- 
ment. References suggested here are the general histories of Canada and Ontario, 
portions of recent Reports of the Ontario Department of Education, the biographies 
of Strachan and Ryerson, Public Education in Upper Canada (Coleman), Egerton 
Ryerson and Public Education in Upper Canada (Putman), articles on Public 
Education in Ontario in Vol. XVIII of Canada and Its Provinces, articles in Pro- 
ceedings of the O.E.A. for 1914, 1915, 1916. : 


3. School Administration and Law (one examination paper). 


Candidates should familiarize themselves in general with the Public Schools 
Act, the Continuation Schools Act, the High Schools Act, the Truancy Act, the 
Industrial Schools Act, the Public Libraries Act, the Department of Education Act, 
the Schools Sites Act, and the Regulations of the Department of Education, and in 
particular with the law and regulations in regard to appointment and qualifications 
of inspectors. 3 


4, School Inspection and Supervision of Instruction in the Public School Sub- 
jects (one examination paper). 


Candidates will be expected to show an intelligent appreciation of the duties 
and responsibilities attaching to the office of inspector in Ontario; and a familiarity 
with methods of school management and with the relations of inspectors to teachers, 
boards of trustees, and the Department of Education; and they must also give evi- 
dence of competency to instruct, and to supervise instruction, in any of the subjects 
of the Public School Courses of study. The only reference suggested here is the 
Schools Law and Regulations of Ontario. For the rest the candidate must make 
himself familiar with official practice in inspection, and must rely upon his ex- 
perience in school management and class instruction, supplemented by such reports 
and books as he may deem pertinent. | 


ll. EXAMINATION STANDARD AND CERTIFICATE 


Each question paper will be valued at 100 marks, and the candidate who has 
obtained at least 40 per cent. of the marks for each paper, and 60 per cent. of the 
aggregate of the marks for all the papers, and who has complied with the other 
regulations for Inspectors’ certificates, may, on the joint report of the Examiners 
and with the Minister’s approval, be awarded an Inspector’s certificate.

CERTIFICATE IN AGRICULTURE 


1. Candidates for Public School Inspectors’ certificates at the examinations in 
July, 1918, and Public and Separate School Inspectors then in office who are in 
charge of rural schools or of urban schools with agricultural classes, shall obtain an 
Intermediate certificate in Agriculture at the Ontario Agricultural Coilege, begin- 
ning the courses therefor at the Summer session of 1918. 


2. The: Department of Education will pay the travelling expenses to and from 
the Agricultural College and will allow $6.00 a week for the cost of board and 
lodging during the Summer sessions, to Inspectors in office in July, 1918.

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After 1918, examinations for Inspectors’ certificates will be held in July of - 
each year at the Parliament Buildings, Toronto, in accordance with the shone Otle 
Courses and Written and Oral examinations detailed below.

The Oral examinations wil be based on the subjects of Part II as prescribed 
above, and will be taken after the completion of the Written examinations thereon, 
on a date to be fixed by the Minister from time to time. 


ili. EXAMINATION STANDARD AND CERTIFICATE 


1. Each question paper at the Written examinations will be valued at 100 
marks, and the maximum for the Oral examination will be 150 marks. 


2. A candidate who at each of the Written examinations prescribed above for 
Parts I and II taken in consecutive years, Part I preceding, or for Parts I and If 
taken together, obtains at least 40 per cent. of the marks for each paper and 60 per 
cent. of the aggregate of the marks for each Part and 60 per cent. of the marks 
for the Oral examinations, who holds an Intermediate certificate in Agriculture duly 
obtained at the Ontario Agricultural College, and who has complied with the other 
Regulations for Inspectors’ certificates, may, on the joint report of the Examiners 
at the Written and the Oral examinations and with the Minister’s approval of the 
‘candidate’s personal qualifications, be awarded an Inspector’s certificate.
